bert, Mr. Wingate, and: Mr. Shep- 
pard being the Chief, whoſe Rales 
at this day are very unſafe for the 
Conſtables to * ſquare their Atlions 
by: for Mr. Lambert's Book being 
a Diſcourſe principally of the Com- 
mon Law caſes, is now much altered 
by Statute ſince, and that Book of 
the ages of a Conſtable Fathered 
u:0n Mr. Wingate, Tam verily per- 
ſnaded was none of his Work ;, for 
there are ſome unwarrantable Au- 
AZ3 thari- 
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thorities and groſs Errors in it, © 


which could not have ſlipped his in- 
geniow Pen if the Work had been 
his ; and for Mr. Sheppards's Book, 


it is ſtuft full of As and Ordinan- 


ces of that Convention at Weltmin- 
lter ( which in the late times of U- 
ſurpation and Rebellion was owned 
for a Parliament ) which ordi- 


nances are now of no force, There- 


- fore none of theſe being ſafe and 


warrantable Rules for the Conſta- 
bles to walk by, but blind Guides to 
lead them into the by-paths and 
crooked Meanders of many Errors ;

T is r. ſaid by ſome fiſtorians, that Dionyſus, 
in the year of our Lord,267. divided both in 
Rome and other places, Churches, Church- 

oh. and Pariſhes re Curares, and Dioceſſes ro 

iſhops.and this was abour 87 years after Britain 
had received the Chriſtian Faith : For though 
Hiſtorians do not all agree when the Chriſtian 
Faith was firſt planted here, yer it is thought by 
moſt of them to be in the Reign of King Lacias, 
abour th- year of our Lord,180.but how long af- 
rer ir was before theſe Officers called Church. 
wardens were appointed , it cannot certainly
